Three 
conspicuous trees are in 
blossom 
in 
the 
vicinity of Palm 
Springs. The Parkinsonia is found 
along the sidewalk of Palm C anyon 
Drive in the Post Office block, and 
may easily be recognized by its 
green-yellow bark and its conspicu­ 
ous yellow blossoms; in the vicinity 
o f the concrete bridge across Tah- 
quit; Creek will be found the desert 
willow and the catsclaw; the desert 
willow may be identified 
by 
its 
catalpa-like 
blossom 
with 
purple 
veining; the catsclaw is usually a 
large bush rather than of tree form 
and is easily distinguished by the 
light tan catkins and the numerous 
thorns. 
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It was on the Amargosa Des­ 
ert, last week, that I met an 
elderly gentlem an, Ben H orton, 
who told me that he had spent 
many years on our desert and 
had first visited Palm Springs 
in 1882. It was his custom then 
to walk across the desert from 
the old Seven Palms railroad 
station, bathe in the spring on 
the 
Indian 
reservation, 
ride 
back to the 
Seven Palms sta­ 
tion on an Indian pony that he 
returned to the ow ner by taking 
off the bridle, securing it to the 
saddle and freeing 
the 
pony 
w hich im m ediately left for its 
home on the Indian reserva­ 
tion. M r. H orton was employed 
by the railroad 
company 
for 
m any years, including the time 
of the break in the Colorado 
river bank that turned the Colo­ 
rado river into the Salten Sink, 
form ing 
the Saltón Sea. H is 
account of the moving of the 
railroad tracks from the lower 
levels of the Sink and the strug­ 
gle to return the river to its 
usual course made a graphic 
story of one chapter in the sub­ 
duing of the desert Im perial 
Valley section and making of it 
one of th e richest agricultural 
sections in 
the world. Later, 
M r. H orton was employed by 
the Pacific C oast Borax works 
an d built 
the 
railroads that 
made possible the developm ent 
of the borax deposits in the vi­ 
cinity of D eath Valley. In this 
m an’s bearing and conversation 
were expressed his pride and an 
elderly m an’s contentm ent in 
the part he had played in the 
struggle of conquering the des­ 
ert country. It is reassuring, 
during a tim e when there is so 
m uch bitterness in the declining 
years of older people, 
to meet 
a man of this type.

friends, such as the creosote 
bush, burro weed, and the salt bush­ 
es are abundant but it is distinctly 
noticeable that in the alkaline sec­ 
tions the creosote bush and burro 
weed disappear and the salt bushes 
take possession through their ability 
to thrive in alkaline and salt soils. 
Desert holly, one of the salt bushes, 
dots the mountain sides and washes 
in the vicinity of Death Valley. The 
creosote bush is the dominant shrub 
of the desert, carrying on under 
the most severe drought condition, 
and advances bravely toward the al­ 
kaline 
lands 
there to be stopped 
short at the line beyond which the 
salt bushes thrive. But the salt bush­ 
es give way in the lower part of 
Death 
Valley to 
alkali 
sacaton, 
Cooper 
rush, 
arrowweed, 
desert 
saltgrass, 
and 
picklebush. 
Pickle- 
bush, 
Allenrolfea 
occidentalis, 
is 
even more resistant than the others 
to salt and alkaline soil conditions. 
If one is acquainted with the desert 
flora the limitations o f growth of 
the species is quite noticeable and 
the identification of these limitations 
turns what might otherwise be a 
commonplace trip into a thing of in­ 
terest.

New York City has taken on a serious study of 
what shall be done to lessen accidents caused by 
drunken drivers. Mayor La Guardia is interesting 
himself in the problem, and his conclusions should 
reach all over the country and be helpful. A 
drunken driver is much the same in Redlands as 
in New York. Ilis survey committee lays much of 
the blame upon the lenient attitude of the public 
toward drivers under the influence of liquor. This 
sentiment, however, is said to be undergoing a 
change as the public sees so many accidents fol­ 
lowing upon the repeal of the Eighteenth Amend­ 
ment. There is also a large grasp of the fact that 
an automobile is potentially a dangerous thing 
even when guided by a sober and careful person. 
No person has any right to increase these poten­ 
tial hazards by driving when under “ the influ­ 
ence.” The committee did not go into the morals 
side of the matter, into the question of a m an’s 
responsibility toward other peojile while operating 
an automobile. The principal remedy suggested 
was that a law requiring finger printing of these 
found guilty of operating a car while intoxicated 
be passed. Finger printing, so long associated with 
criminals only, is said to have a marked deterrent 
effect in such matters as that under discussion.— 
Redlands Facts. 


ETHIOPIAN SO LD IERS 


Anyone having an idea that w ar is glamorous 
and exciting should read of the troops that have 
returned today to Addis Ababa. They too, had that 
idea when they marched away last November, 
asking for nothing better than a good fight. T hey 
were confident of victory as they sw ung their 
huge bodies into line and formed a great m arching 
front which they believed w as destined to drive 
back the Italians without much effort.. 
But today, that proud fighting column returned 
in remnants. Torn, disabled, bare-foot, and ex­ 
hausted the emaciated warriors came back home 
— some to die, others to bear life-long scars of 
the terrible conflict they have been through. 
W ar is not glamorous. It is all that General 
Sherm an said it was, and more. It turns any 
country’s finest manhood into wrecks of humanity 
and fills the silent cities with the most promising 
sons of proud mothers and fathers. This slaughter 
in Ethiopia is one of the best examples we could 
have of the cruelty of present-day warfare. Inno­ 
cent women and children have been slain in the 
bombing raids, non-combatants have been victims 
o f poison gas, and youths on the battlefields have 
been shell-torn and half starved. 
These cruelties remind us that we must be 
prepared fully to defend our own country against 
invasion, but they also serve as reminders that 
we must remain out of all foreign entanglem ents 
which m ay mean participation in their wars. 


UNPAYING GUESTS 


And now, just after Los Angeles police have 
lifted their “ bum blockade” in California, Colo­ 
rado sets up a border patrol. T h ey’re using a state 
force instead of city police. But it’s still uncon­ 
stitutional. 
The Rocky Mountain state will not solve its 
problem this way, just as we have not solved ours. 
More than 50,000 of all who entered California by 
auto during the last six months were destitute 
and unemployed. Whenever there is a drought or 
flood elsewhere, thousands more pour across our 
borders in autos, afoot or on boxcars. 
W hat can we do about these dispossessed— 
blown into our midst on the winds of misfortune? 
Already hundreds of thousands are here, and we 
simply have no place for more. 
Above all things we must be careful not to in­ 
vite them. And 011 this point there is something 
to be said about the attempt to put through a 
Single T ax 011 the November ballot. This would 
literally beg them to enter. 
Suppose you were a needy person in another 
state, owning 110 land but 
j>aying your share 
through other normal levies, and heard that Cali­ 
fornia liad voted a Single Tax to heap all taxes 011 
land, repealing all others. If you were sm art you’d 
get in your worn old car and start for California, 
where you could use schools and parks and streets 
free, as an unpaying guest free from taxes. 
No. Obviously we don’t w ant to issue an y such 
invitation. Our purpose is to discourage the in­ 
flux. And though blockades are illegal, there is 
probably still much the state could do. It might 
even pay to set up bureaus in other states, where 
many of the needy could be talked out of heading 
for California. 
T he whole problem is one of human misfortune. 
But in any case, California cannot afford to keep 
guests who pay nothing at all.— California Prog­ 
ress Review.

County Assessor George V. Claytor 
yesterday warned Riverside county 
residents against signing agreem ents 
authorizing agents to file com plaints 
to recover refunds claim ing due from 
the county. 
Branding 
the 
solicitors 
as 
"tax 
racketeers," the aseessor declared that 
taxpayers having refunds due from 
the county will be paid the money 
without requiring the services of spec­ 
ial agents whose fees often are 50 
per cent of the am ount recovered. 


Form 
letters have 
recently heen 
mailed to Riverside county taxpayers 
having stocks and bonds by one or 
two com panies offering to start action 
to reclaim refunds allegedly due tax­ 
payers from the county. 


‘‘.Many taxpayers have learned to 
their financial regret th at these tax 
racketeers simply extort a fee and 
have absolutely no evidence to sup­ 
port tln-ir claim for recovery of taxes 
paid when the cases are presented 
to the courts." he said. 


"If any taxpayer is entitled to any 
refunds or adjustm ents of such na­ 
ture, it is not necessary to employ 
one of these outside agencies who 
have no local offices, nor is it neces­ 
sary to employ an attorney to get 
hack anything which is rightfully due 
the taxpayers. These racketeers may 
he compared to the am bulance chasing 
racket or tile strong-arm ed collection 
agencies which exist ill sections of 
our country.” 


The m im eographed letters generally

Two elem ents must be considered 
in appraising industrial recovery: The 
first is output—how much m ore of an 
appetite for goods and services has 
the public developed, and is it able 
to pay for? 
The second is earnings 
—after all the expenses of carrying 
on operations are paid, w hat is left for 
the owners of industry 
During the early stages of the re­ 
covery movem ent, im provem ent was 
largely confined to output. 
Many im­ 
portant industries were selling much 
more, but were earning little 
more. 
During the recent stage, with th e re­ 
covery movement well advanced, earn ­ 
ings are becoming b etter reflectors of 
production and sales. 
However, 
as 
even a cursory survey of corporation 
reports will show, industrial m anage­ 
m ents are far from satisfied th at earn ­ 
ings are as substantial as they should 
be, in the light of production. 
An accurate and inclusive survey of 
earnings record has been made by the 
staff of Business W eek and appears 
in a late issue of that publication. The 
tabulation com pares 1935 with 1934 ex­ 
perience. and includes 1,438 
compa­ 
nies which should certainly give 
an 
excellent cross-section of all industry. 
Interesting and significant fact is th at 
principal improvement has occurred in 
the capital goods field, which took the 
w„rst ueating during depression. M a­ 
chinery industry's earnings, for 
ex­ 
ample, were 432.1 per cent better in 
’35 than in '34; electrical equipm ent 
, went ahead 251.9 per cent; steel and 
iron went from a $13,000,000 deficit 
into .v $.49,000,000 profit. 
As anyone could guess, m otors and 
related industries fared much better. 
Automobile earnings rose 135.5 
per 
cen ; autom obile accessories, 143.3 per 
cen t; oil, 126.1 per cent. 
Sm allest increases tended to be con­ 
fined to the consum er 
goods 
field. 
Drugs and toilet articles, for instance, 
earned but .3 per cent m ore; foods, 
4 6 per cent m ore; m erchandising, 9.7 
per cent more. 
M oderate betterm ent occurred in the 
service industries. 
Eleven telephone 
and 
telegraph 
com panies 
surveyed 
showed im provem ent of 24.8 per cent, 
and 90 gas and electric companies, 9.7 
per cent. 
Railroads still showed a de­ 
ficit for the year of $288,000, but this 
m arked a good loss reduction from 
1934, when the deficit of the Class I 
lines was m ore than $29,000,000, 
Average earnings im provem ent for 
all 1,438 corporations w as 49 per c e n t 
So much for the bare statistics. They 
don’t tell the whole story by a long 
shot, according to m ost industrial ex­ 
ecutives. 
It is obvious that an indus­ 
try m ight earn 500 or 5000 per cent 
m ore and yet not have a satisfactory 
earnings statem ent to present to its 
stockholders, if the 
increases 
were 
based on a com parison with a y ear in 
which earnings were practically non­ 
existent. as was the case with m any 
industries in 1934. To tak e an extrem e 
theoretical exam ple, a billion-dollar in­ 
dustry might earn $1 one year, im­ 
prove its earnings by 5000 per cent 
the next for a total of $5,000, and yet 
to all practical purposes be no better 
off. 
Bane 
of 
most 
executives, 
and ( 
"them e song of at lea st four out of 
five reports.” according to 
Business 
W eek, is the old and growing bogey, 
taxation. 
Some corporation heads are 
urging their stockholders to demand 
lower taxes, m any point out that th eir . 
taxes are increasing m uch more rapid­ 
ly, on a com parative basis, than their 
output or earnings. 
Many 
corporations 
are 
likewise 1 
wary of present 
legislative 
trends, i 
seem to be afraid of m ore labor trou- 
hie, and more laws they consider dan­ 
gerous 
and unsound. 
The 
average 
public utility, for instance, is in this 
boat—the fact that its earnings rose 
less Ilian ten per cent while its output 
reached all-tim e record proportions, in­ 
dicates how sorely it is troubled by 
restrictive laws, the existence of gov­ 
ernm ent competition, and. of course, 
taxation. Various corporate heads feel 
th at taxes threaten em ploym ent, are 
holding business recovery to a 
slow 
pace twhen it should be going ahead 
at top speed. 
T hese are facts. 
A verage industry 
is doing b e tter now th an in 1935. 
But 
it is more than doubtful if the current 
year will w itness any m arked progress 
in solving the problem s that trouble 
industry.

C om m entators who have been say­ 
ing th a t the President would probably 
take a “conservative lin e” in his 1936 
cam paign, w ere puzzled at his recent 
speech to Y'oung D em ocrats.

The rem aining 10,194 p er­ 
sons were California nom ads re tu rn ­ 
ing after seasonal work or unsuccess­ 
ful searching for work in other states. 
Oklahoma, despite its sm all popula­ 
tion, furnished the largest num ber of 
unemployed visitors, sending 7183 into 
the state. 
Texas sent 3560, Arizona 
3467, A rkansas 2786, M issouri 2428, 
K ansas 2257, Colorado 1659, New Mex­ 
ico 1597, N ebraska 1292, Idaho 1188. 
Of the ttoal influx. 47,777 w ere clas­ 
sified as "w hite” ; 3382 were M exicans, 
1211 Filipinos, 577 Negroes and 427 
of other races. 
The peak of the m igration was du r­ 
ing the period from August 15 to Sep­ 
tem ber 15, ju st preceding the biggest 
demand for farm labor in California. 
"A lthough the combined itinerant la­ 
bor and refugee m igration to C alifor­ 
nia constituted only about five 
per 
cent of the total num ber of passengers 
of all classes who entered California 
by m otor vehicle during the six-month 
period, the influx, when taken with 
the hundreds of thousands of unem ­ 
ployed who previously 
had 
sought 
refuge here, represents a serious prob­ 
lem both to agriculture and to gov­ 
ernm ent relief agencies,” Taylor said. 
"C ertainly it gives point to Califor­ 
nia’s dem and for further federal re ­ 
lief funds to augm ent state funds for 
the care of the unemployed and desti­ 
tute. 
“C alifornia, in the m atter of relief, 
Is in the group of states which have 
done the m ost them selves for relief 
w ithin th eir borders and which have 
had the least help, proportionately, 
from the federal 
governm ent. 
Yet 
without doubt, California is caring for 
m ore refugees from stricken 
areas 
than other state.” 


Making ready for the tim e when 
the flow of the Colorado river will be 
turned from its age-old channel and 
forced through two giant 
diversion 
tunnels which have been cut through 
solid rock around the site of the P ark ­ 
er Dam unit of the M etropolitan W a­ 
ter D istrict aquedftct, men and m a­ 
chines today were pushing forw ard 
with construction of a tem porary rock 
barrier across the stream . 
Being built in a large m easure with 
rock excavated from the diversion tu n ­ 
nels, th is fill will 
force 
the 
river 
through the 29-foot diam eter 
bores 
while work is going forw ard on 
a 
cofferdam which, with another coffer­ 
dam dow nstream , will keep the river 
off the site of P arker Dam while that 
structure is being built. 
W ater D istrict engineers 
explain 
that the combined effect of the diver­ 
sion tunnels and the cofferdam s will 
be to dry up the river a t the point 
where P ark er Dam will be 
erected. 
This will enable construction crew s 
to excavate down to bedrock in 
the 
river bottom for the foundation of the 
dam. 
Both of the 1,700 foot long diversion 
tunnels have been com pletely excavat­ 
ed, and preparations are now being 
made for the placem ent of smooth con­ 
crete lining in the bores. 
P ark er Dam, which will be ju st be­ 
low the intake site of the M etropolitan 
W ater D istrict aqueduct, is located 150 
miles dow nstream from Boulder Dam 
which structure is already regulating 
the flow of the river. 
W ater D istrict engineers point out 
that four diversion tunnels, each with 
a diam eter of 50 feet, w ere necessary 
when Boulder Dam was under 
con­ 
struction. 
Now that th a t structure is 
completed, 
and 
holding 
back 
any 
heavy floods which m ight occur, the 
same function can be perform ed 
at 
Parker with only two tunnels of slight­ 
ly more than half the diam eter of the 
Boulder diversion bores. 
W ork on the dam unit of the aque­ 
duct is being carried forw ard by the 
contracting firm of J. F. Shea Com­ 
pany under the direction of Frank 
Crowe who w as in charge of the build­ 
ing of Boulder Dam.

(Continued From FirBt Page) 
be brought on the stage if pageants 
are to be presented.

Construction of the building is to 
be of reinforced concrete, with nine 
steel trusses to hold up the dome. It 
will be of such rigid construction that 
nothing can wreck the building, not 
even an earthquake.

The old Banning-Idyllwlld road will 
probably he improved from Banning 
to Vista Grande, according to Super­ 
visor R. E. Dillon. The county road 
crew has been working on the lower 
five m iles for the past two weeks, to 
get the road in shape for aqueduct 
w'orkers working on the Banning adit, 
which is about five m iles south of 
Bauning. This part of the road will 
be kept in good condition in order to 
facilitate transportation to the adit. 
There being no dormitories at that 
point, the workmen must travel over 
the road twice daily. 
About May 15 a county paving crew 
will go to work on the road from the 
state highway to Potrero shaft. The 
road branches from the state highway 
a short distance west of the Richfield 
Beacon. Two miles will be paved, 
connecting with the section previously 
paved by the Metropolitan Water dis­ 
trict. 
The New Jackrabbit Trail will be 
ready for traffic within a month. The 
late C. D. Hamilton, state highway 
commissioner, insisted recently on the 
extension of the present completed 
paved section, for about a mile on the 
west end to the Redlands-Moreno road. 
This work will be completed in about 
a month. In the meantime the coun­ 
ty paving crew is paving the Redlands- 
Moreno road, a distance of about a 
mile and a half, connecting the new 
Jackrabbit Trail with the paved Mo­ 
reno road. When these two links are 
completed, Jackrabbit Trail will be 
open to the public. 
Rapid progress Is being made on 
the new viaduct over the Southern 
Pacific tracks west of Beaumont.
